ENDANGERED 3Y BLASTS

Inmates of Groton Summer Home
Have to be Removed for Protec-
tion.

Fifteen crippled children, inmates
of the Darruw Home for Crippled
Children cf X'ew York, summering on
the former P. L. Schellens estate.
Groton, abandoned the home Monday
and moved to the Ruben T. Palmer
estate. Frequent blasting in connec-
tion witih the Xew Haven nilroad ter-
minal work has wrought havoc end
threatened the lives of the children
and attendants for some time.

Recently a boulder buried through
the air by a blast knocked the chim-
ney from Its place. Another stone
struck one of the nurses, and besidcK
ripping the clothing from her shoul-
der, iniiicted a deep gash. The girl
remains in the hospital seriously ill.
Still another boulder crashed through
the flooring of the piazza and otln-r-s

crashed through the windows in the
house.

Efforts to have more care taken in
connection with the blasting have
been fruitless and as a result, like in-

mates must be moved to safeguard
their lives.

The notice fol-
lows :

To the C. M. Shay Fertilizer Co., Gro-
ton, Conn:

You are hereby notified that the
manufacture of fertilizers from refuse
and other matter as carried on by you
at your works in the town of Groton
has become and is a public nuisance,
detrimental to public health, and you
are hereby notified to forthwith cease
the manufacture of fertilizers or oth-
er .products at your said works in
Groton.

A. M. PURDY,
Town Health Officer of Groton.

The plant was still running Monday
and Dr. Purdy was notified of the
fact. He stated that Mr. Shay was
out of town and was not expected
back until tonight or Tuesday morn-
ing and that prohab'y no one else had
authority to discontinue operating the
plant.

AUTO OVERTURNS ON
THE LYME TURNPIKE

Four Occupants Hurled to Road and
Three Go to Hospital.

Harold Peters, Alexander McDon-
ald, Herbert Thomas and Charles J.
Stamford, of 'Xew Loudon were in-
jured in an automobile accident early
Sunday morning when an automobile
owned and driven by Peters overturn-
ed on the Lyme turnpike at Maliory
hill. Peters, McDonald and Thomas
are ac the Lawrence hospital suffer-
ing from painful but not serious in-
juries: Stamford who received slight
abrasions of the hands, was dismissed
Sunday afternoon,

The exact cause of the accident is
Unknown, although it is thought to
have been due to a disarrangement
of the setarin.g gear. The party was
on its way to the Golden Spur, Mr.
Peters driving the car. As the ma-
chine was going down the hill near
Station 7 of the East Lyme trolley
line it suddenly hecame unmanage-
able.

'Mr. Peters was unable to manipu-
late the steeling gear and the ma-
chine began to skid. It ran off the
road and crashed into a telephone pole
and overturned, the occupants being
thrown headlong in Lo the highway.
All four men were either rendered
unconsciou'S or were so completely
stunned that none are able to tell
definitely what happtned.

The Lawrence lu.rpital ambulance
was summoned and the men were
taken to the hospital where their in-
juries were attmaed to. Peters was
found to have a gru--h on the left side
of the nose and abrasions of the hands
and face; McDonald had a deep gash
on the knee in which several stitches
were taken and Thomas suffered a
punctured wound on the right hip
and injuries to the back. Stamford
was the least injured of the four and
he was dismissed Sunday afternoon.

WARNED TO WATCH
FOR ARMY WORM

Farmers Should Be on the Alert for
Dreaded Pest.

Farmers of X'ew London county are
warned to watch out for trie army
worm this month. The warning has
been sent out by the United States de-

partment of agriculture.
The moths, the entomologists of tho

U. S. department of agriculture re-
port, were laying their eggs during
the first week of July and as it takes
from three to four weeks for the ca-
terpillars to mature, their presence

I ; hould begin to be quite apparent
about tho last week in July to the
Lr-- t week of August.

Farmers should, lie on tho alert to
discover this .pest in its younger stag-
es, before it has reached a large size
and lias committed irreparable dam-
age to growing crops, generally grasses
and grains.

When the army worm is discovered
at work the infested should be
sprayed immediately with a solution
of powdered arsi-iiat- of lead, two
pounds to 50 gallons of water. If
paris green be used the spray should
be composed as follows: Paris green,
one pound; freshly slaked lime, two
pounds, water, 50 gallons. The lima
is necessary as a preventative of
burning by the Paris green which is
quite caustic when used on tender
plants such as corn.

When spraying is impracticable the
poisoned bran bait is recommended.
It is made as follows: Wheat bran, 50
pounds; Paris green, one pound, or
white arsenic or .powdered arsenate of
lead, two pounds; low grade molasses,
three to four quarts.

The bran and poison should be
thoroughly mixed while dry and tho
molasses afterwards added, kneading
and stirring the mass until it is eas-
ily broken into small bits. The addi-
tion of six finely chopped lemons has
been found to add value to the bait
in some cases. The poisoned bait
should be scattered broadcast where
the worms are at work or in their
path or among them while they are
on the march.

When the army worms are moving
together in a mass they may be halt-
ed and destroyed by plowing out or
digging a narrow ditch, with steep
sides directly across their path. The
worms fa!! into this ditch in large
numbers, and may then be crushed
readily by dragging n. log or chunk
of wood back and forth through the
ditch.

All farmers should keep on hand a
few pounds of one of the standard
insecfides such as arsenate of lead or
Paris green because of the fact that
the delay of a few hours, usually
necessary to procure insectides in an
emergency, enables the army worm to
do irreparable damage to crops. The
insectides mentioned above will not
spoil if kept in a dry condition in
covered containers. Farmers' Bulle-
tin No. 731 contains a full account of
the army worm and may be secured
free of" charge upon application to the
secretary of agriculture.
